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HOW TO WIN A SUMMIT CONFERENCE 


"It is ridiculous not to know. . .that a treaty is the means of gaining strength." This com- 
ment, made by V. I. Lenin in 1918 is the key to Premier Nikita Khrushchev's approach to the 
summit meeting in Paris, May 16, 


As the world's leading Leninist, Khrushchev appears willing to cut his armed forces, travel 


half-way around the world, and spend millions of rubles on propaganda to make possible a victory 
at the summit. 


Analysis of summit meetings over the past six years shows that pre-summit Communist jockey- 
ing has become an art, and almost a science, Six steps are involved: 


Persuade Western leaders that a summit meeting is needed to further the chances of peace, 
Settle on a tentative date and agenda, 
Confer with others in the Communist camp and issue a statement of solidarity, 


back the Communist position, 
Tour key countries and make "in person" appearances to demonstrate how the people 
support your leadership, 


Use the summit meeting as a platform to persuade peoples of the world that you are right 
and that your opponents are wrong. 
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All Aim To Beat The Opponent 


Boil down all of these steps into a single statement and it is this: the art of summitry is the 
art of mobilizing world opinion in your favor and against your opponent before the meeting so that 
you can impose your will more easily upon your opponent when the meeting takes place. 


Admittedly, the strongest weapon you can take with you to the summit is the appearance of 
the support of world public opinion for your side. With this weapon, you force the opponent either 
to give in to you or to fly in the face of world opinion. 


Not an easy choice, and the cards are all stacked before the summit meeting even takes 
place. 


Take a look at some of the highpoints leading up to the forthcoming summit meeting in May. 
It all began over two years ago.

January 8, 1958 - Soviet Premier Bulganin proposed an East-West summit meeting. 


February 3, 1958 - Premier Bulganin said the points to be discussed would be suspending 
nuclear bomb tests, renouncing use of nuclear weapons, establishing an atom-free zone in 
Europe, signing an East-West non-aggression pact, reducing foreign troops in Europe, broadening 
international trade, and ending the propaganda war. 


March 27, 1958 - Bulganin was replaced by Nikita Khrushchev as Soviet Premier. 


April 1958 - Plans for the summit broke down because Soviet Foreign Minister Gromyko 
would not meet with Western leaders to prepare for the meeting. 


July 19, 1958 - Premier Khrushchev renewed the Soviet plea for a summit meeting, and at 
about the same time, charged the U. S. and Great Britain with aggression in the Middle East. 


August 11, 1958 - Khrushchev blamed the West for failure to hold a summit meeting. 


January 15, 1959 - Soviet Deputy Premier Mikoyan during his visit to the U. S. predicted 
that a summit meeting would soon be held. 


March 26, 1959 - Moscow radio declared, "The West's acceptance of the Soviet invitation 
to the summit is a concession to public opinion which could no longer be ignored. . .Everywhere 
there is support for the idea of settling controversial issues through negotiations between the heads 
of government." 


June 10, 1959 - Khrushchev wamed that the West must accept Soviet terms on Berlin within 
a year or the Soviet would act to force the United States, Great Britain and France out of West 
Berlin. 


June 16, 1959 - Khrushchev wrote to President Eisenhower stating the issues to be discussed 
at the summit should include ending nuclear bomb tests, renouncing use of nuclear weapons, creat- 
ing an atom-free zone in Europe, signing an East-West non-aggression pact, banning use of cosmic 
space for military purposes, liquidating military bases on foreign soil, reducing foreign troops in 
Europe, signing a peace treaty with Germany. 


Then, in rapid succession, Khrushchev visited the U. S. in September 1959, predicted that 
a summit meeting would be held in fall or winter, and on December 28, 1959, East and West 
agreed to have the summit in Paris on May 16, 1960. 


With that decided, the world's leaders took to the road in earnest. President Eisenhower 
toured 11 nations in Europe, the Middle East and Asia in December. In February Khrushchev 
went over much of the same Asian route, and President Eisenhower toured four countries of Latin 
America, During March Chancellor Adenauer visited the U. S. and Japan, Prime Minister 
McMillan of Great Britain visited the U. S.; and Khrushchev visited France. 


Propaganda Events And Statements 

What else was going on during these two years? The Communists were busy. 

January 11, 1960 the Soviet's announced long-range missile tests in the Pacific. January 
15 the Supreme Soviet voted to cut Soviet armed forces by 1,200,000 men —a move Marshall I. S. 
Konev later said was "to create an even more favorable environment for the acceptance of pro- 


posals submitted by the Soviet Government." 


Propaganda was going out from all Communist sources, including those in the U. S. 1) de- 
faming and trying to undermine confidence in West Germany, 2) attacking the U. S. as seeking 
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to maintain world tensions, 3) attacking U. S. overseas bases as leading to war, and 4) praising 
all Soviet moves as leading the world toward peace. 


Now the stage is just about set. In May the eyes and ears of the world will be turned on 

Paris. Peoples’ hopes will be for some sign that world leaders are moving toward peace, There 
are chances that some paper agreement on disarmament will be reached, but one far short of the 
"complete disarmament" proposed by Khrushchev. Communist propaganda will then tell the 
— of the world that the West again has been forced to give in to Soviet superiority — first, 

y going to a summit meeting initially proposed by Moscow, and second, by agreeing, at least 
in part, to Soviet demands for disarmament. It will also claim that it was the West which refused 
to agree to total disarmament. 


With this much accomplished, Moscow will push on toward a second and a third summit 
meeting and with only one real goal in mind. That is to follow Lenin's advice to use treaties and 
negotiations as a means of gaining strength. 


What kind of strength? The kind of strength a political candidate gains when, through per- 
sonal appearances and political propaganda, he wins the support of millions of voters. For the 
Russian Communists are out to win world-wide political power, They will continue to use the art 
of summitry to help them until we learn the art well enought to tum it to our advantage. 


ARE LATIN WOMEN GOING RED? 


When Under Secretary of Health, Education and Welfare Bertha Adkins returned from a tour 


of Latin America, she reported that Communists were making their greatest progress there through 
women. 


Miss Adkins said that Latin American women have three common goals: better education 


for their children, more opportunities for adults to read and write, and better health care for 
children. 


Communist agents are winning over these women by telling them that their own governments 
are not helping them, but that under the Communists the government will take care of everyone. 


This concern with the hopes and dreams of women is a standard part of the Communist road 
to power in every country of the world, And the appeal of an all-powerful, humane government 
is strong in the Sustain countries of the world. For the individual do-it-yourself idea, so 
wide-spread in leading free world countries is all but unknown in most of Asia, Africa and Latin 


America, 
U. S. Reds Celebrate 


U. S. Communists celebrated International Women's Day in New York by pointing out the 
importance of the women's vote in the upcoming Presidential elections and suggesting that Com- 
munists pay “a great deal more attention" to the women's vote between now and November 1960. 


The success of these appeals to women, in Latin America, reported by Miss Adkins, indicates 
the importance of showing women in the developing countries how they can achieve their goals 
within a free, democratic framework, 


BUSINESSMEN AND CONSERVATIVES UNDER RED GUN IN JU, S,. POLITICS 


One of the major decisions at the 17th Communist Party convention in New York was for 
Communists to enter "the mainstream" of American political life. 
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As an immediate result you can expect to see more Party members taking active parts in 
political campaigning and in trying to manipulate issues, candidates and political groups behind 
the scenes. 


Major political objectives of the Communists during the 1960 campaign, according to Party 
Secretary Gus Hall, are to: 


1. Support candidates who take a positive position on the peace issue; that is, support can- 
didates who favor the objectives of Soviet foreign policy; 

2. Support and promote issues on wages, jobs, labor's rights, civil rights and liberties, 
social security, housing, health, youth needs, and so on, showing how cuts in U. S. 
defense po! could be applied to satisfy social and economic needs of the people; 

3. Oppose "the chief candidates of reaction and the cold war" (strong anti-Communists); 
make the "Dixiecrats" a major target of attack, expose and isolate them and their politi- 
cal allies, and "oust the Dixiecrats" from the Democratic Party. 

4, Guide the political activities of non-Communist groups so that the total effect will be 
a movement "directed against monopoly;" that is, so that it will weaken "big business" 
politically and economically. 


Aim To Sway Thousands 


The Party's ambitions are not limited. Gus Hall declared, "We want to participate in, 
organize and lead the broadest of united front movements — on every level — in a thousand ways, 
in 10,000 places, on 100,000 issues — if possible, with 180,000,000 people." 


All those who oppose Communist ambitions must avoid the temptation to think that such 
grandiose ambitions are ridiculous, and impractical. Their political plans must be taken seriously. 
And here is the reason. 


Archie Brown, in a report to the convention of the Communist Party of Northem California, 
explained how he had operated as a candidate for the San Francisco Board of Supervisors in the 
1959 elections. 


San Francisco is run by a mayor and a Board of Supervisors of nine members. At a Com- 
munist Party conference it was decided that Archie Brown should run for the Board of Supervisors. 


A campaign committee was set up. An office was opened. A youth committee was formed, 
Money was raised, a sound truck promoting Archie Brown toured the city, and one covered the un- 
employment compensation office every day for a week. A speakers’ list was drawn up and an effort 
was made to cover every union meeting during the campaign. 


Results In San Francisco 


This effort met with some success. The Party sent speakers to 160 union meetings, and, ac- 
cording to Brown, speakers got into 96 meetings and covered the others with material. The result, 
according to Brown, was that money was raised, and contacts were made with union leaders which 
will be "broadened, looking toward 1960." 


Two factors must be noted with special care. One: Archie Brown did not run for election 
as a Communist Party candidate. He ran as an "independent labor candidate" with the support of 
anyone who wanted to back him, including the Communist Party. 


Brown explained his position this way, "What was the need of the labor movement — to be 
alerted that the Communist Party had a candidate or to be unified around a militant program and 
to be shown how to give leadership to the people? Did the Negro people more than anything else 
need a Communist candidate or to be unified around a hard-hitting program against discrimination 
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and for proper housing and jobs? What did the young people need? Slogans to elect a Communist 
candidate, or a program for ending the draft, for jobs and for proper education," 


Two: Archie Brown tried to avoid making Communism an issue in his campaign. Instead, 
the main issues he campaigned on were the fight for peace, opposition to the Landrum-Griffin 
Act, discrimination in housing, jobs for youth, and socialism as a means for progress. Toward 
this end speeches were made at 109 meetings, 80,000 pieces of literature were distributed, 800 
letters were sent, a sound truck was used for two weeks. 


When election results were in, Archie Brown had won 33,500 votes from San Francisco 
citizens, A start was made toward forming what the Communists wanted —a broad coalition of 
labor, Negro, and Left-wing people, including the Communist Party. 


Start Toward Coalition 


Today, Brown explained, "We have the basis for rebuilding our organization and influence 
in the Negro community and for a healthy and lively youth movement. There is once again a 
chance to rebuild our trade union organization and influence, though that is a much more diffi- 
cult task. We are in a position to consolidate the Party and build it with new recruits." 


Under our free society Communists, like Archie Brown, are free to campaign for public 
office, to promote friends for public office, and to manipulate issues and groups to achieve their 
objectives. But anti-Communists are also free to expose and isolate Communist candidates and 
behind-the-scenes wire-pullers, and to seek to prevent Communists from progressing in their anti- 
free enterprise campaign, 


The threat the Communists pose in this political year is not to be taken lightly. 


NEW "MARXIST" YOUTH GROUP FORMED IN NEW YORK 


A new Marxist youth group has been formed in New York, with the apparent objective of 
stirring up as much trouble on hot local issues as it can. 


The "Worker" for February 28 reports that the organization will be called "Advance." It 
will have a political program, and programs in education, social affairs, culture and sports. 


Issues on which the organizers want to stir up action include integration in schools, job 
training programs, discrimination in job placement, abolition of ROTC, the compulsory draft, 
and juvenile delinquency. 


The organizing group voted to support picketing of Woolworth stores in Harlem in relation 
to the restaurant "sit in" activities in the South, and lauded the “successful picketing" of the 
West German consulate in New York (a move in Moscow's world-wide attempt to discredit West 
Germany over the anti-Semitism issue). 


Knowing that agitation over issues and picketing is not enough for a rounded "socialist 
youth organization" program, choruses, folk singing, dance groups, drama and poetry workshops, 
a gymnast class and sports league with neighborhood teams were also suggested. 


After the meeting some 125 delegates from the five boroughs of New York divided into 


borough groups to set up neighborhood clubs that would reach the "tens of thousands of young 
workers in the city." 


Analysis of this new group's program indicates that its aim will be to create as much hostility 
and chaos in New York as it can, particularly among Negro and Puerto Rican youth. 
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NOW, CUBANS CALL FOR REVOLUTION IN THE U., S. 


The recently concluded Soviet-Cuban trade and credit agreements are raising many serious 
questions in Washington. Foremost among them is whether the Communists now will take the domi- 
nant role in guiding Cuban affairs. 


A year ago— in March 1959— when many Cuban and U.S. leaders were still hoping that 
Cuba would become a real democracy, Freedom's Facts predicted, "Indications are unmistakable 
that Communists are now making the strongest drive in their history to capture Cuba and use it as 
a base for expanding their hold over the Caribbean. . .and. . ultimately gaining control of all 
Latin America." 


Though a sincere opinion at the time, events of the past 12 months confirm the facts that 
Communists have been key motivators of the Castro revolution since the beginning and that demo- 
cratic minded Cubans, confused and without leadership, have been unable to prevent the drift of 
Cuba toward the Communist camp. 


USSR Now Bolsters Castro Openly 


The Soviet-Cuban trade and credit agreement is a case in point. Under the agreements, 
the Soviet Union will become an important supplier of such commodities as wheat, iron and steel, 
fertilizers, newsprint, machinery and chemicals in Cuba. 


In addition, a sizeable number of Soviet technicians can now be expected to arrive in Cuba 
to help plan and build projected factories and other industrial installations there. 


The Soviet Union is moving into Cuba to bolster the revolution with $100,000,000 worth of 
economic support plus a ready market for 200,000 tons of Cuban sugar a year. Thus, the Soviet 
Union will be putting new economic muscle into all activities of the Castro regime. 


What are these activities? One is a world conference of under-industrialized countries of 
Africa, Asia and Latin America in Havana, Cuba, next September. Another is a demand by some 
Cubans, at least, for a revolution inside the United States. 


Some Cubans Want a U. S. Revolution 


Radio Mambi, in Havana, Cuba, [ Jan. 18] declared, "We don't presume to tell that great 
people to the North the methods they should use to get rid of their leaders. We do not believe 
that it is necessary for them to engage in an armed struggle. . .There are better means of accom- 
plishing this purpose. . .for example: civic resistance, orderly protest, and, above all, an elect- 
oral struggle." 


The Cuban commentary added, "The means which the American people use to get rid of the 
government which has won them the world's hatred is something for them to decide. We limit our- 
selves to expressing our opinion. We said that a revolution was necessary in the United States." 


Causing revolution in the U.S. has long been an aim of Moscow planners. A message from 
Moscow to the Communist Party of Mexico August 21, 1925 pointed out, "The destruction of the 
last stronghold of capitalist imperialism, the overthrow of the North American bourgeoisie, is the 
task of the workers and peasants of all the American countries." 


The 1925 letter, in fact, laid out the basic strategy: organize a league of Central American 
Workers and Peasants Republics; support the coming Communist revolutions in Europe; finally seek 
the overthrow of the United States. 


Cuba a Key to Moscow's Plans 


Cuba — significantly — played a big role in Moscow's plans of 1925 as she does in Moscow's 
plans today. Evidence is piling up that some elements in Cuba are seeking to organize Cuba-type 
revolutions in other Latin American countries. The newspaper "Revolution" [ Jan. 18] reported 
that a leading politician of Ecuador — Benjamin Carroon — was saying that Ecuador "needs a Cuban- 
type revolution and a leader like Fidel Castro." 


This is where the world conference of under-industrialized countries comes in. Cuba's anti- 
U.S. Foreign Minister, Dr. Raul Ros, is promoting the meeting as a sounding board for mass hatred 
of African, Asian and Latin American people against the U.S. and its European Allies. Main con- 
ae aim will be to demonstrate how under-industrialized countries like Cuba can industrialize 
rapidly. 


As plans for the conference progress it is obvious that the U.S. will be presented at it as the 
evil country to be overcome. By that time there will be many apparently obvious examples then 
in Cuba of the kindly, helping hand the Soviet Union is extending to under-industrialized 
countries, 


Thus the stage is being set for another mammoth prestige defeat for the United States, Nearly 
any good U.S. public relations man could come up with three or four ways of turning the entire 
Cuban adventure to the free world's advantage. The question is: will any of them be carried out 
in time? 


NEW MOSCOW SCHOOL TO TRAIN MORE RED LEADERS 
FOR ASIA, AFRICA, LATIN AMERICA 


In a direct appeal to the peoples of developing countries, the Soviet Union will open a 
University of Friendship of Peoples in Moscow this fall. 


The university will offer youth from Asia, Africa and Latin America a chance to "acquire 
knowledge and specialties in the fields of industry, agriculture, medicine, pedagogies, and eco- 
nomics" which will "immensely benefit the cause of training national cadres for countries which 
have liberated and are liberating themselves from colonial slavery." 


Soviet Premier Nikita Khrushchev announced plans for the university while in Indonesia in 
February. It is indicated the school will take in 500 students in 1960 and build up its enrollment 
to around 3,000 to 4,000. "Everything, including the cost of the student's journey to Moscow and 
back home, is taken care of by the University of Friendship of Peoples." 


Significantly, the age of students to be admitted goes up to 35. Those who look promising 
but can't make the grade for entrance scholastically can go to a special preparatory school in 
Moscow before going on to the University. 


Sponsored By Organizations 


To tie it all up, the university is being organized by the Soviet Committee of the Afro- 
Asian Solidarity Committee, the Union of Soviet Societies of Friendship and Cultural Ties with 
Foreign Countries, and the All-Union Central Council of Trade Unions. 


Khrushchev pointed out that these organizations “have the widest links with various demo- 
cratic organizations of Asia, Africa and Latin America and enjoy great respect for their systematic 
support of all those struggling for freedom and national independence." 


Khrushchev did not keep his listeners in Indonesia in the dark as to his reasons for setting up 
this University. He said, "True to the great doctrine of Lenin on the inevitability of the downfall 
of capitalism and colonialism, the peoples of the Soviet Union give extensive aid to their brothers 
in Africa, Asia and Latin America." 





Training future Communist leadership for countries in these areas gets high priority in the 
kind of aid the Moscow Government is giving. Obviously, if youth from developing countries 
are not trained in providing leadership for a free society, the fate of these countries is foredoomed. 


Khrushchev, who looks down the long corridor of history toward what he hopes will be a 
Communist world, can see this, The question is: how well do people in the free world understand 
the importance of providing Asians, Africans and Latin Americans with free democratic leadership? 


INSIDE THE COMMUNIST EMPIRE 


UKRAINE — Soviet authorities have ordered a mass resettlement of Ukranians from the Lviv 
area in Western Ukraine to Asian areas of the Soviet Union. These deportations indicate that 
Khrushchev is following Stalin's policy of scattering and crushing Ukrainians, and his own policy 
when, as "Hangman of the Ukraine" after World War II, he supervised the killing or deportation 
of thousands of Ukrainians. This continued persecution of Ukrainians indicates their steadfast 
opposition to domination by Russian Communists. 
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POLAND — Poland's economy is suffering severe strain and discontent is reportedly spread- 
ing among the workers, including those in Poznan, the scene of Anti-Russian and anti-Communist 
revolutionary activity a few years ago. Cause for the economic upset is said to be a "planning 
failure" which led to a lack of essential industrial raw materials imported from the Soviet Union. 


MOSCOW — Party bosses are expressing concern over the fitness of people now being let 
into the Communist Party of the Soviet Union, Party membership stood at 8,017,000 on January 
1 and there were 691,000 candidates for Party membership. About 1 out of every 25 Soviet citi- 
zens belongs to the Party. Moscow leaders are urging greater care in admitting new candidates 
and greater effort in raising their ideological levels. 


PEIPING —A wholesale massacre of Tibetans in Tsinghai Province bordering on Tibet in 
1958 is now admitted by Red Chinese officials. Communist leaders said the armed counter- 
revolution against the Peiping regime was carried out “under the guise of protecting interests in 


the national religion." Reds denied reports of the anti-Communist uprisings at the time.
